To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Fremont  in  the  County 
of  Rockingham,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
toivn  affairs: 
You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the. Town  House,  in 

said  town,  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of  March  next, 

at  ten  (10)  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the 

following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk. 

2.  To  choose  three  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  one 
or  more  Highway  Agents,  one  Library  Trustee,  and  one 
Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  three  years. 

3.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  ofiicers. 

4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  following  purposes:  To  defray 
town  charges,  for  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges,  and 
for  Memorial  Day. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  care  of  cemeteries  in  town. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Select- 
men to  arrange  with  the  State  Highway  Department  to 
maintain  a  part  or  all  the  roads  of  the  towns,  under  the 
state  patrol  system,  and  raise  and  appropriate,  or  set  aside 
from  the  amount  raised  for  highway  work,  such  sum  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  this  purpose. 

7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation 
to  the  fund  held  by  the  town,  known  as  the  Sarah  A. 
Chase  Fund',  for  the  comfort  and  support  of  poor  people; 
and  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 
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8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  legacies 
named  in  the  ninth  clause  of  the  will  of  Aaron  J.  Eob- 
•inson,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

9.  (By  request  of  the  State  Old  Home  Week  Associ- 
ation). To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  observe  "Old 
Home  Day"  in  some  fitting  manner  this  year,  and  raise 
and  appropriate  such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  purpose. 

10.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  the  meeting.

Excerpt  feom  the  Will  of  Aaron  J.  Robinson,  Late 
OF  Fremont^  in  the  County  of  Rockingham,  De- 
ceased^ Testate  : 

'^'JSTinth.  I  give,  bequeath  and  devise  to  the  tovt^n 
of  Fremont,  JS^.  H.  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  ($2500.00) 
for  which  said  town  is  to  pay  four  per  cent  annual  interest 
for  the  support -of  Methodist  preaching  and  to  be  called 
'The  Josiah  B.  Robinson  Fund.'  Furthermore  I  give, 
bequeath  and  devise  to  said  town  of  Fremont,  three  thou- 
sand dollars,  for  which  the  said  town  is  to  pay  four  per 
cent  annual  interest.  First  to  build  a  concrete  wall  (if 
not  already  built  before  my  death)  of  pleasing  appearance 
and  substantial,  around  the  old  part  of  the  Leavitt  ceme- 
tary  (so  called)  located  in  I^orth  part  of  Fremont  and 
near  the  'Brown  Brook  Bridge,'  and  to  cost  (actual  value)' 
not  less  than  two  hundred  or  more  than  three  hundred 
dollars.  The  Wall  shall  be  made  as  soon  as  practical 
after  enough  interest  has  accumilated  to  pay  for  it;  Sec- 
ond, that  Water  shall  be  supplied  by  a  suitable  pump, 
near,  or  in  the  old  yard  and  kept  in  good  condition  from 
June  1st  to  Oct.  1st  of  each  year,  for  use  about  both  the 
old  and  new  yard,  only,  such  as  for  Watering  plants  &c. 
I  suggest  that  a  1^2  inch  iron  pipe  be  laid  to  some  point 
in  the  Watchic  brook  or  a  well  could  be  made  at  side  of 
highway  or  elsewhere,  I  also  suggest  that  the  pipe  need 
not  be  laid  much  below  top  of  ground  but  must  be  on  a 
slant  with  no  low  places  for  the  water  to  settle  when  the 
pipe  is  drained  preparatory  for  cold  weather.  Third, 
After  the  wall  and  water  supply  have  been  completed  the 
interest  on  the  above  mentioned  three  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  applicable,  and  applied  annually,  for  beautifying 
all  grave  yards  in  the  town  of  Fremont,  IST.H.,  but  not 


to  include  the  building  of  walls  or  other  enclosure  around, 
or  walks  within  the  yards  except  the  old  part  of  the, 
so  called  'Leavitt  Yard'  above  mentioned  in  this  will, 
neither  is  it  applicable,  to  those  owned  privately  by  one 
or  more  persons  or  a  corporation  who  have  vacent  lots 
for  sale.  The  town  must  buy  all  these  vacant  lots  or 
have  them  excluded  from  the  yard  inclosure  before  said 
yard  can  receive  any  benefit  under  this  will.  When  new 
yards  are  made  the  town  must  buy  or  acquire  the  land 
by  gift  and  lots  sold  at  a  reasonable  price,  conveyence  to 
be  made  by  conditioned  deed  and  so  worded,  that  a  pur- 
chaser, should  he  want  to  sell  must  convey  it  back  to 
the  town,  at  same  price  he  or  she  paid  (this  plan  of  con- 
veyance is  to  prevent  speculation.)  I  will  suggest  that 
the  funds  received  from  the  sale  of  lots  be  used  fdr  build- 
ing a  concrete  wall  of  pleasing  appearence  around  the 
yard  and  in  a  substantial  manner,  also  the  laying  out 
and  making  walks  within  the  yard.  I  also  direct  that  a 
good  man  be  appointed  as  care-taker  of  each  yard,  he  to 
live  near  the  yard  he  has  charge  of  and  not  to  be  changed 
as  long  as  he  fulfills  his  duties  faithfully,  However,  when 
new  and  old  yards  join  or  are  near  togather  only  one  man 
shall  have  charge  of  same.  I  also  direct  that  not  less 
than  twenty  dollars  be  annually  expended  in  caring  for 
and  supplying  my  father's  and  grandfathers  lot  with 
flowering  plants  in  their  season,  forever."
